Resumes appear in a “Document 
Section” and are numbered sequentially by an accession number beginning with a prefix ED (ERIC 
Document). The indexes appear in an “Index Section” and provide access to the Resumes by Subject, 
Personal Author, Institution, and Publication Type.

Professional and technical 
workers are expected to have the highest predicted 
rate (39 percent), followed by service workers (35 
percent), clerical workers (26 percent), sales workers

The Literacy for Health program was a yearlong 
project to develop and test a curriculum combining 
literacy skills and health knowledge to help young 
inner-city adults develop the literacy skills needed 
to interpret written health information and gain the 
information needed to maintain their health. The 
project was a partnership between health educators 
and literacy specialists in Chicago. An eight-unit 
curriculum was developed and tested with 89 
young, low-income African American female cli- 
ents of four programs: a multisite social service 
center, a socia! service center for public housing 
residents, a home for unmarried mothers, and alter-

native high school for students who have either 
dropped out or chosen to leave high school for vari- 
ous reasons (such as poor academic performance. 
pregnancy, and behavioral problems). Included in 
the curriculum were units on the following topics 
nutrition for health and economy; human develop- 
ment, parenting for healthy outcomes, dealing with 
stress, social isolation, and family violence; human 
sexuality; acquired immune deficiency syndrome 
and other sexually transmitted diseases, problems 
of safety: and accessing and using health care and 
health information. The curriculum was received 
favorably by teachers and students alike and is still 
being taught in the target community. Included in 
each unit are lesson plans (containing objectives, a 
list of materials, and learning activities) and some 
or all of the following: vocabulary lists, checklists 
student handouts, worksheets, and tests.

A follow-up study was conducted in 1994-96 of 
the professional development of adult education 
professors who participated in the Kellogg Faculty 
Seminar on Adult and Continuing Education in 
1987 and 1988.

The literature on integration of academic and 
vocational education was reviewed to identify strat- 
egies for school districts planning to integrate their 
academic and vocational programs.

Employ- 
ers appeared to be paying more attention to 
recruitment and employee assessment, and most 
organizations included in the study were providing 
training for their sales assistants.

The emergence of a more learning-intensive 

economy has begun to change the relationship 
between education and work. As employers try to 
promote just-in-time learning and workers move 
more frequently from one job to another, continual 
learning at work becomes increasingly important 
Four main elements characterize an education sys- 
tem that is likely to prepare students effectively for 
this new environment. First, most countries, includ- 
ing Japan, France, Germany, the United Kingdom, 
and the United States have found it necessary to 
develop curricula that integrate academic and voca- 
tional studies. Second, occupational and educa- 
tional performance standards should be related to 
each other. The United States, Germany, Australia, 
England, Scotland, Denmark, and the Netherlands 
have all moved away from the development of stan- 
dards and credentials for narrowly defined occupa- 
tions. In more ambitious approaches, countries are 
trying to develop vocational credentials that can 
serve as a step to higher education. Third, initial 
education and training should include some work- 
based learning. Two basic strategies are classic 
apprenticeship and school-supervised work experi- 
ence. Some countries have developed the school- 
based enterprise as an alternative. Employers and 
educators, including both academic and vocational 
educators, must share responsibility and power in 
new school-to-work systems.

Assessing students for workplace readiness 
requires that schools know what skills and knowl- 
edge students need to succeed at work and how to 
foster their acquisition. Having seen that the educa- 
tional systems of global competitors provided them 
with a significant advantage over the United States, 
policymakers have attempted to address some dif- 
ferences between the U.S. system of education and 
that of other nations through such federal legisla- 
tion as the Carl D. Perkins Vocational and Applied 
Technical Education Act, the School-to-Work 
Opportunities Act, and Goals 2000. Schools need to 
identify methods for assessment of generic work- 
place readiness, assessment for specific occupa- 
tions or jobs, and assessment of students’ academic 
performance within a vocational context. A number 
of organizations have developed assessments that 
focus on most of the commonly identified generic 
skills. For example, the Work Keys system assesses 
skills common to a variety of workplaces; Michigan 
has developed an Employability Skills Portfolio 
assessment system; and the book, “Working,” (C. 
Miles and P. Grummon, 1996) has a self-assessment 
of workplace readiness. Because no single assess- 
ment or assessment method can completely mea- 
sure a student's range of skills and knowledge in a 
content area, several of these methods should be 
used: selected response, constructed response, per- 
formance-based assessments, and portfolios. The 
assessments should be matched with the purposes 
for which they will be used.

To develop adult learning groups in formal edu- 
cational settings, the educator must understand the 
nature of learning in groups. Three types of group 
learning are instrumental, communicative, and 
emancipatory. The type of learning that occurs in 
groups varies according to the learning tasks and 
goals. Group learning that has as its goal the acqui- 
sition of instrumental knowledge is cooperative 
The term collaborative describes group learning 
based on communicative knowledge. Transforma- 
tive applies to learning groups that seek emancipa- 
tory knowledge. Cooperative learning focuses on 
the learning of individuals; as groups engage in col- 
laborative or transformative learning. the distinc- 
tion between individual and group learning 
becomes more invisible. The facilitator fosters, 
assists, supports, and helps with accomplishing 
learning tasks by sharing responsibilities with 
learners, establishes and maintains the group learn- 
ing environment, and provides information about 
the group process. The facilitator’s: roles and 
responsibilities change to correspond to the group's 
purposes and goals. Size is an important character- 
istic of groups, with smaller groups (six or less) 
being more cohesive and productive. Facilitator- 
selected groups tend to perform better. Important 
considerations when structuring group learning for 
adults are the experience’s purpose, an appropriate 
role for the facilitator, and group formation.

Collaboration has become a pervasive strategy 
for systemic change in human services, education, 
government, and community agencies.

Examples of 
successful collaborations are as follows: the Work- 
force Development Center in Waukesha, Wiscon- 
sin, which provides an integrated. seamless system 
of employment services. and the Learning Commu- 
nity in Flint, Michigan, that exemplifies the trend 
toward integrated family service centers that 
include training and educational opportunities for 
adults and children. Successful collaborations 
require a great deal of effort to begin and continu- 
ous attention to sustain. Six categories of success 
factors are environment. membership, process/ 
structure, communication, vision. and resources 
Steps for developing collaborations include the fol- 
lowing: (1) envisioning results; (2) empowering the 
effort. (3) ensuring success, and (4) endowing con- 
unuity. Successful collaborations focus on chang- 
ing the system. The key is the quality of personal 
and professional relationships among the people in 
the agencies and communities involved.

Worker-oriented, job-oriented, and cognitive 
task analyses have all been used as tools for closing 
the gap between what curriculum teaches and what 
workers do. Although they share a commonality of 
purpose, the focus, cost, and practicality of task 
analysis techniques vary. Worker-oriented task 
analysis focuses on general human _ behaviors 
required of workers in given jobs. Job-oriented task 
analysis is a systematic process for collecting infor- 
mation about the highly specific and distinct 
tasks—the technologies—-required for particular 
jobs. Cognitive task analysis attempts to determine 
the thought processes workers follow to perform the 
tasks and identify the knowledge needed to perform 
the tasks at various levels. Five guidelines tor prac-

An 18-month project researched the development 
of basic skills support in Further Education (FE) 
colleges in England and Wales. The methodology 
included 2 surveys of 206 colleges that provided 
basic skills support, and case studies of 8 colleges 
The statistical surveys showed that many colleges 
were not collecting data relating to students need 
ing basic skills support and that management infor- 
mation systems were not widely used. Almost one 
third of students screened were found to need basic 
skills support, and of those identified almost 60 per- 
cent received it. Students identified as needing 
basic skills support were more likely to stay at col- 
lege, complete their courses, and achieve qualifica- 
tions if they received basic skills support. Three 
methods for identifying basic skills support need 
emerged: initial screening, tutor referral, and self 
referral. Basic skills support was provided through 
timetabled workshop classes, drop-in facilities, and 
on-course support.

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Psychological Influences 
The lack of progress in education reform initia- 
tives may be the conspicuous absence of psychol- 
ogy in policy and planning for reform. Although 
psychological theory and research underlie much of 
educational practice, educational policy and the 
educational literature seldom cite psychological 
contributions to the improvement of education. This 
article advocates the use of psychological princi- 
ples in meeting the six goals of national education 
reform. These national education goals have been 
promoted as a standard for American education to 
be attained by the year 2000, yet they actually con- 
stitute a broad pattern for comprehensive services 
for children and adults that address health, social 
needs, mental health, and development. It is 
believed that psychological principles, research and 
expertise are fundamental to effective planning and 
implementation of education goals. Psychological 
research on early childhood development, drop-out 
prevention, standards for psychological and educa- 
tional assessment, use of scientific knowledge, con- 
tributions to adult learning, and increased school 
safety can make direct contributions to national 
education goals. Although psychology’s role in edu- 
cation reform has not yet been prominently dis- 
played, it can be an important component of 
educational improvement. (RJM) 
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Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome is 
becoming the United States’ primary health and 
psychological crisis. While many populations are at 
risk for infection, college and university students, 
because of unsafe sexual behaviors, experimenta- 
tion with alcohol and drugs, and failure to see them- 
selves at risk for infection, are particularly 
vulnerable to this disease. This article is directed 
toward college and university counselors, who are 
often in the forefront for helping individuals deal 
with the disease and its implications. It summarizes 
the research literature on ways to respond to the 
potential crisis. Because colleges contain large con- 
centrations of sexually active young people, they 
will have to shape policy regarding HIV-positive 
students on campuses. It is recommended that col- 
lege counselors acquire and maintain a thorough 
understanding of HIV disease and AIDS, under- 
stand risk behaviors and society's reactions to them, 
acquire an understanding of common neurological 
and psychological reactions, and recognize and 
work through HIV/AIDS-elicited attitudes, reac- 
tions, and feelings. Recommendations for HIV pre- 
ventative education and intervention 
considerations when working with individuals 
affects by HIV disease are also offered. Institutions 
of higher learning can be prepared for problems 
related to an HIV/AIDS epidemic by having person- 
nel prepared with information and procedures. Con- 
tains 43 references.

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The media's portrayal of the ideal body image has 

been shown to be a large determinant of one's body 

image perception. The desire to be excessively thin 
can be conceived of as an artifact of White-Ameri- 
can culture largely due to the media's influence 

This study looks at cultures that have had limited 

exposure to the American ideal and examines dif- 

ferences in perceptions of body image. Previous 
research has suggested the existence of cultural dif- 
ferences in body satisfaction, with Caucasian 

Americans exhibiting excessive concern about 

their current weight and body image. A 4 X 4 facto- 

rial (culture x body image measure design) was 
used to compare female body image perceptions of 

Caucasian Americans, African-Americans, Hun- 

garians, and former Soviet Georgians. A significant 

culture-by-body-image measure interaction was 
found, with White-Americans showing more desire 
to be thin than all other cultural groups. Georgian 
and Hungarian women also preferred an ultra-thin 
body which could mean that they had adopted the 

White American ultra-thin ideal through brief expo- 

sure to American culture. African-American 

women, however, were relatively satisfied with 
their body image which can be attributed, in part, to 

a lack of internalization of the White American 

standards for beauty and fashion. Contains 15 refer-

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Rising rates of violence, teen pregnancy, child 
suicide, poverty, and youth crime are providing a 
wake-up call for educators and communities. This 
handbook is the culminating effort of a project 
designed to improve health programs in small, rural 
schools. Of the 16,000 school districts in the United 
States, more than one-half are small and rural; chil- 
dren in these rural districts are more likely to be 
poor, face greater obstacles in obtaining health care, 
and receive fewer school services, when compared 
to children in non-rural districts.

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Although counselors have implicitly understood 

and used a number of its tenets, an acthon-theoreti- 

cal approach ts a relatively recent development in 

career counseling. This digest analyzes the tenets of 

this approach. An action approach to career coun 

seling sees clients as agents who steer and direct 

their activities. It represents an integration of con 

structionist, contextual, and narrative approaches 

Action theory 1s based on the importance of ways in 

which people organize their daily lives. Action and 

career are viewed as two important and interrelated 

constructs. The theory provides a framework and 


language which can be useful in understanding 
career counseling. Its theoretical propositions 
explore ways of viewing action, the construction of 
career resulting from counselor/client discourse. a 
balancing of what must be done in the short term 
and what can be done in one's life. the belief that 
career is not solely a matter of individual action but 
involves the social and dynamic nature of careers. 
and the recognition that the term “career” may not 
be critical to clients. One of the values of an action- 
theoretical approach is its ability to link theory and 
practice, thus providing counselors a conceptual 
model that parallels human experience. (RJM) 
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Some experts were asked to summarize what they 

knew about career development in five short mes- 
sages. What resulted is the “High Five” of career 
development: |) Change is constant: 2) Follow your 
heart, 3) Focus on the journey; 4) Stay learning: and 
5) Be an ally. Each of these messages is briefly 
described in this digest. Change. in the form of 
technological, economic. social, and personal 
developments, occurs continuously and those who 
recognize and value their own fluidity will better 
adapt to their changing environment. These ongo- 
ing changes make stable guideposts all the more 
important and one's heart (values, beliefs, and inter- 
ests) can serve as a constant and as a guide. Like- 
wise, many people tend to focus on occupational 
destinations, rather than the journey. Since contin- 
ual change undermines occupational predictions, 
persons must learn to enjoy the process and find ful- 
fillment in all their decisions. One way to do this is 
to become a lifelong learner so that change and nov- 
elty will not seem so threatening. Finally, many 
people do not feel part of a community. They need 
to realize that the labor market is represented by 
those around them and that they should ask for help 
when a need arises. These actions should help indi- 
viduals realize their life's goals. (RJM) 
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The context in which career decisions are made is 

dynamic—occupations are changing rapidly and 

society is becoming increasingly complex. This 
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digest describes a model that uses five processes 
which are critical to effective career planning: initi- 
ation, exploration, decision making, preparation 


and implementation. The first process. initiation, 
addresses three core issues: (1) establishing an 
effective counseling relationship; (2) determining 
current motivation for career planning; and (3) 
building relevance for career planning. Attending to 
these issues should increase client awareness of the 
career planning process. Exploration helps clients 
discover ways to implement aspects of their vision 
while also attending to issues of meaning and per- 
sonal context. Decision making, on the other hand. 
has one dominant issue: How to select the most 
appropriate option from the range of available alter- 
natives. Uncertainty is a major obstacle to career 
planning and clients must learn to trust their intu- 
ition to guide them. Preparation focuses on plan- 
ning the specific steps required to implement the 
choices made earlier and requires developing an 
action plan and prerequisite skills and resources 
Finally, implementation entails the client carrying 
out the action plan. Groups that have used this 
model report a new-found focus as they considered 
career moves. (RJM) 
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The centric model of career counseling was 

developed for use in employment counseling and 
takes into account psychological, social, and eco- 
nomic factors. Four developmental phases are used 
to describe movement within the centric model. The 
initial phase, readiness, establishes the working 
alliance between the counselor and the client. Cli- 
ents must feel acknowledged. respected, and val- 
ued. In the next phase, career exploration and 
assessment, the focus is on the personal and the 
external. Personal factors include interests, values, 
and strengths. Clients are encouraged to develop 
information on the various personal factors through 
qualitative and quantitative assessments. Follow- 
ing exploration and assessment is the third phase, 
evaluation, compromise, and integration. There is a 
need to draw the information together and evaluate 
the viability of various options. Compromises may 
be necessary, which may then facilitate a new inte- 
gration. Finally, in the last phase of commitment, 
action planning. and follow through, clients are 
ready to move forward with their plans. Counselors 
can facilitate movement through the phases by 
using a combination of good communication skills 
and structured activities. Skills such as paraphras- 
ing. clarifying, and empathy are especially helpful 
in the initial phases. Progress involves back and 
forth movement through the phases and the use of 
various structured activities within a humanistic 
context. (RJM)

Career educators and counselors have long rec- 
ognized that factual information about careers and 
employability skills, presented in traditional class- 
room formats, do not prepare students to enter the 
workplace. This digest explores the move toward 
stronger experiential learning in career education 
Career education initiatives such as work experi- 
ence, job shadowing. and co-op education have 
increased but they are difficult to manage and may 
represent too large a leap from traditional class- 
room instruction. This difficulty can be met with in- 
class employment simulation. To be useful, a simu- 
lation must model all of the important skills neces- 
sary for a successful transition to work. There are 
numerous benefits derived from such simulations 
learners are provided with opportunities for active 
experimentation in solving realistic problems; the 
essential elements of the workplace are experienced 
but without its attendant hazards; errors can be cor- 
rected more readily, and the connections among 
profitability. team success; and individual work 
skills are clearly demonstrated. However, to be 
effective, workplace simulations must feature an 
accurate underlying model of the workplace, objec- 
tives which reflect desirable knowledge, and char- 
acteristics of the learning environment, among 
other things. One such program has demonstrated 
its use with adolescents and young adults in learn- 
ing work-transition skills. (RJM) 
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A value conflict arises when one value can only 
be realized at the expense of another value. This 
digest describes the scope of career value conflict, 
its developmental significance, and some conflict 
resolution strategies. Several studies have shown 
that some career values are particularly prone to 
conflict, such as salary, freedom in the job, security, 
leisure, and challenge. But conflicts can contribute 
to an individual's development since they help the 
person understand which values are the most impor- 
tant. Also, conflict directs attention and motivates 
individuals toward a solution. It is suggested that 
such conflicts can be met with seven responses: cor- 
recting judgments, in which judgments which are 
faulty or too extreme are reexamined; expanding 
options, where further responses to the crisis are 
sought; examining influences, where the person 
traces the basis for a value and tries to determine its 
importance; reconceptualization, in which the per- 
son refines, extends, and elaborates meanings: per- 
sonal change and development, where the 
individual is encouraged to become more capable of 
undertaking challenges: seeking complementarity. 
which involves reconciling two seemingly opposed 
values; and setting priorities, in which values are 
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ranked according to their importance. Resolving 
conflicts is important since opposing values can 
have strong developmental implications. (RJM) 
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Career exploration typically involves the investi- 
gation of personal factors: interests, aptitudes, val- 
ues, and personal style. This digest outlines one 
counseling method. pattern identification exercise 
(PIE). PIE starts with past experiences and identi- 
fies personal patterns which are relevant to career 
decisions. A premise of PIE is that experiences 
which form the basis for career exploration can 
come from any aspect of life. A collaborative work- 
ing relationship between counselor and client must 
be maintained throughout the process. The number 
of experiences to be analyzed varies. depending on 
motivation level and the amount of time available 
Typically, the analysis would not extend beyond 
two or three experiences. Steps in conducting PIE 
involve asking the client to think about some activ- 
ity from leisure, education, or work, which ts partic- 
ularly enjoyable. The client then describes in detail 
the positive and negative aspects of the activity 
After a full discussion, the client then considers the 
types of patterns suggested by the information. At 
this point, the counselor can provide some input and 
reframe the discussion. Finally, the counselor and 
client can connect the above information and ana- 
lyze career themes. PIE encourages clients to 
engage in activities which provide insights and 
which promote ongoing self-analysis. (RJM) 
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Creating Self-Portraits is an individual and/or 

group career development tool designed to assess 

without testing. Researchers have found that testing 
can be counter-productive: once clients were 
labelled. they frequently stopped self-examination 

A tool was needed that would help people under- 

stand themselves in a way that would encourage 

further self-exploration in a detailed and broad 
manner, and in a way which accommodated change 
over time. Creating Self-Portraits guides clients in 
self-examination using four aspects: (1) Meaning 

(values, beliefs, interests, and barriers to meaning) 

(2) Outcomes (the components of a dream or future 

vision), (3) Activities (including preferred, past 
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and needed), and (4) Tools/techniques (including 
skills, knowledge, and attitudes). A semi-structured 
interview format is used to explore each area 
Responses are laid out in four columns on a large 
sheet of paper. Each aspect is carefully analyzed so 
that items of fundamental importance are uncov- 
ered. Rigorous evaluations of Creating Self-Por- 
traits have not yet been completed. However, clients 
report that they enjoy and feel motivated by the pro- 
cess. The self-portrait is a living document that 
keeps pace with the client's changing perceptions of 
self, and, as such, provides a blueprint for career- 
planning. (RJM) 
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Since culture provides a direction for discovering 

a sense of coherence between stability and change. 
therapeutic change can be established when clients 
become aware of their cultural rules. This digest 
examines techniques developed for ethnographic 
research that can be applied directly to the career 
counseling interview. Ethnography assumes that 
dimensions of meaning in cultural experience can 
be uncovered through the study of language. Ethno- 
graphic interviews can be grouped under three 
major categories: |) Descriptive questions, which 
elicit clients’ thoughts on some aspect of their cul- 
ture or world: 2) Structural questions, which gener- 
ate the domains clients use to describe their worlds; 
and 3) Contrast questions, which are used to dis- 
cover the meaning of, and the relationships among, 
the terms that clients have already mentioned 
Because ethnographic interviewing is different 
from traditional interviewing techniques, it may be 
important to let clients know of this difference at 
the outset. Counselors should act as collaborators 
and should view clients as teachers. Likewise, spe- 
cific principles and procedures inherent in ethno- 
graphic research should be followed, such as 
questions posed in cultural terms, the repetition of 
contextual information, and mapping tasks, in 
which clients visualize their cultural scene through 
the use of diagrams. (RJM) 
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Due to ongoing changes in the labor market, 

groups that assist people in developing or changing 

career directions are particularly important. This 
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digest outlines some features of employment group 
counseling. Research has shown that the unem- 
ployed face numerous factors, such as job rejections 
and financial pressures, that can hinder the job 
search. Such hindrances can be addressed in a group 
context, in which there are opportunities for support 
and meaningful exchange with others. Studies of 
such groups show that timing of the group experi- 
ence is important. The goal of these groups is to 
help people develop communication skills, give 
them information about the current economic cli- 
mate and labor market opportunities, and help them 
develop sufficient self-confidence to be more self- 
sustaining in pursuing their goals. One such model 
addresses these goals by allowing the group goals 
and activities to define the purpose of the group 
Members’ needs and roles are then developed from 
two sources: needs related to the career challenges 
of members. and needs related to being a group 
member. Group design is thus established so that 
group activities are congruent with both group pur- 
pose and the stage of group development. Such a 
model remains fluid and dynamic. (RJM) 
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Identifiers—Australia 
The relationships that children have with signifi- 
cant others influences the perceptions that they hold 
of themselves. This study examined the relationship 
between closeness to significant others and self- 
esteem. Children (n=142) in grades 4-6 responded 
to statements concerning self-esteem and were 
asked to rate how close they felt to mother, father, 
two closest friends. and to their teacher. Results 
indicated a significant difference between closeness 
to mother and closeness to father in favor of the 
mother. While correlational analyses indicated sig- 
nificant relationships between closeness to signifi- 
camt others and self-esteem, closeness to a 
particular significant other was critical. Although 
subjects reported high rates of closeness to both 
mother and father, closeness to mother was the 
more significant predictor of children’s self-esteem 
for both boys and girls. Closeness to teachers was 
found to be related to self-esteem but more so for 
girls than boys. Overall, the study suggested that 
the children's self-esteem was related to (in order of 
importance) closeness to mother, peers, teacher 
and father. However. regression results indicated 
that closeness to mother and teacher were predictive 
of self-esteem for girls while only closeness to 
mother was predictive of boy's self-esteem.

Early cognitive theorists have emphasized the 
link between what people say to themselves and 
how they feel and behave. This study investigates 
the relationships between self-talk (what people say 
to themselves with particular emphasis on the 
words used to express thoughts and beliefs about 
oneself and the world to oneself) and significant 
others’ positive and negative statements. A sample 
of 675 elementary school children in three middle 
classes schools completed two inventories, along 
with demographic items. The results of correla- 
tional analysis revealed that children who perceived 
that significant others talk positively to them 
appeared to have higher positive self-talk and lower 
negative self-talk than children who reported that 
significant others say negative things to them. The 
statements by significant adults seemed to have a 
differential effect on both positive and negative 
self-talk depending on sex. For boys, parental state- 
ments played a predictive role for positive and neg- 
ative self-talk whereas for girls, teachers’ 
statements were predictive for both types of self- 
talk. Negative statements by other children were 
significant predictors of negative self-talk for both 
boys and girls. (RJM) 
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When researchers evaluate social skills pro- 
grams, they essentially are measuring progress 
towards a goal. How they measure this progress 
hinges on the precision cf the goal statements. the 
identification of valid and realistic process and out- 
come indicators, and the selection of appropriate 
data and methods for collection. This paper outlines 
the necessary steps for evaluating social skills pro- 
grams. It is argued that evaluating such programs 
involves the same processes used in any evaluation 
exercise. The paper opens with a discussion of how 
to establish aims and goals, including a seven-step 
process for setting goals. Process and outcome indi- 
cators are outlined next, along with a series of ques- 
tions and specific indicators for social goals. The 
paper then discusses some of the data needed to 
measure progress and the instruments and proce- 
dures that can be used for measurement, such as 
interviews, questionnaires, sociometric techniques, 
and commercial tests. A discussion on commercial 
and other off-the-shelf instruments is also pre- 
sented.

Researchers have found it difficult to measure 
various forms of indirect aggression, such as exclu- 
sion from groups, because such behaviors are diffi- 
cult to observe in field settings such as school 
playgrounds. This study examined gender and 
developmental differences in aggression, investi- 
gated across-gender aggression, and looked at 
teachers’ estimates of students’ aggression. An 
aggression scale was administered to students 
across four grades in two Catholic high schools and 
four Catholic primary schools. Subjects then esti- 
mated on a five point scale how often they saw the 
listed aggressive behaviors among students in their 
own grade. Results confirmed earlier findings that 
there are gender and developmental differences in 
aggression. Boys used more physical aggression 
strategies than girls and older girls used more indi- 
rect forms of aggression than did boys. Boys tended 
to have higher levels of verbal aggression than girls 
Across genders, boys estimated that they used less 
aggression toward girls but girls disagreed. Girls 
used more physical aggression against boys in only 
one grade level and girls always used less indirect 
aggression. Teachers estimated that both boys and 
girls had higher levels of aggression than levels 
estimated by the students. Teachers did not know as 
much about indirect within-gender aggression as 
did students. (RJM) 
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Peer mediation programs in schools are an effec- 
tive way for children to learn the cooperative skills 
of conflict solving. This paper outlines the imple- 
mentation of an action research based mediation 
program within a primary school setting. It exam- 
ines both the characteristics of successful imple- 
mentation and the dilemmas of change agentry. A 
model for cooperative skills in conflict solving is 
also outlined. It is suggested that peer mediation 
cannot exist in isolation and that connection to 
school philosophy. links with curriculum, effective 
teaching and learning practices, and a collaborative 
approach to professional practices are all important 
The practices presented here are based on five core 
beliefs: (1) relationships are pivotal to the develop- 
ment of a child's social functioning; (2) cooperative 
relationships promote a deeper desire for learning; 
(3) teachers and schools can help promote positive 
relationships; (4) interpersonal conflicts are a part 
of life; and (5) lessons children learn about them- 
selves will help them make connections later in life 
Key aspects of one successful program are pre- 
sented, along with a six-step outline of the process 
and theoretical assumptions. The benefits of insti- 
tuting such a program include conflict resolution 
skills, higher self esteem, and an overall improve- 
ment of the school’s climate. (Contains 11 refer-

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In the past, educators have been reluctant to deal 

openly with the issue of school violence. This paper 

examines feedback from workshops on bullying 
and refers to the results of a survey of school psy- 
chologists regarding school violence. It is argued 
that the causes of violence at school are multifac- 
eted and interactive. Bullying is a world-wide prob- 
lem and many school psychologists report that they 
are poorly prepared to respond to such violence 

Staff responses to bullying depend on a variety of 

factors, such as their own experiences, beliefs, and 

discipline styles. Schools lacking preventative 

Strategies often favor traditional punitive 

approaches. Given the prevalence of bullying vio- 

lence in schools and its negative effects on the well- 
being of students, programs need to be instituted so 
that all schools can readily access expertise, 
resources, and training. School psychologists have 
a range of specialist skills to assist schools in this 
endeavor, but due to a lack of training, they have 
been reluctant to take the lead in this area. A cas- 
cade system of developing expertise across schools 
is needed 1n order to make systems manageable. All 
members of the school community need the know!l- 
edge and skills to prevent school violence. (Con- 
tains 15 references.)

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The high levels of juvenile crime in Australian 

society are reflected in the schools. This paper sug- 

gests a number of issues and concepts on juvenile 
misbehavior which should be of interest to educa- 
tors. Due to rapid changes, there is less agreement 
on the foundational principles of culture. It is 
argued that educators need to help society redefine 
principles, values, and beliefs and help ensure that 
cultural principles are accepted and respected 
Since young people's strengths and limitations 
have changed also—thus making students more dif- 
ficult to educate—a process of behavior manage- 
ment 1s suggested as a valuable contribution to 
education. Such approaches must promote appro- 
priate behavior, rather than simply responding to 
inappropriate actions. Some models address youth 
crime by educating the public about the cause and 
prevention of inappropriate behavior, reducing 
access to drugs, and other strategies. Most impor- 
tantly, such models can enhance the personal 
growth of children and young people and foster 
their desire to do the right thing. Other ways to fur- 
ther personal growth include building a sense of 
communny, which can motivate youth to participate 
in constructive activities. There are many models 
designed to engender positive behavior and which 
can guide school communities in encouraging the 
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development of prosocial orientations. (Contains 17 
references.)

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Schools are becoming increasingly violent 

places. This workshop presentation examines ways 

to improve counselor facilities and to enhance work 
safety. Client populations for school counselors 
have changed significantly in recent times as school 
administrators refer more welfare related problems 
for help. Although violent attacks on counselors 
may be rare, incidents of worrying phone calls. fear 
of attack, sexual harassment, and defamation can 
erode counselors’ health. Numerous factors figure 
in the development of effective and safe counseling 
services in the school. Security should be carefully 
thought out, including the safekeeping of records 
and personal protection. Since privacy is a key 
aspect of counseling, clients should be seen in a pri- 
vate room, free of distractions. But counselors must 
also exercise care in working alone, since this situa- 
tion creates a high risk set of hazards. Counselor 
and client stress may be reduced by making careful 
changes to the surroundings. A reception center can 
help identify agitated clients and a carefully 
designed office can facilitate both safety and relax- 
ation. It is recommended that counselors have 
access to professional supervision, be given time 
for networking with other professionals, be able to 
assess risk, and be knowledgeable about worker 
compensation claims.

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Given the high priority granted innovative topics 
in the school psychology literature, one might ques- 
tion the degree to which practitioners implement 
these innovations.

significantly more actual time in intervention than 
did those from the Southeast and North Central 
regions. The time spent in intervention by those in 
the Northeast ranked between the two extremes 
Furthermore, four areas currently receiving atten- 
tion in the literature—consultation. individual 
counseling, classroom observation, and behavior 
analysis—were ranked high among the professional 
activities in which school psychologists engaged 
most frequently.

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The Student Learning Imperative (SLI) was cre- 

ated to stimulate discussion on how student affairs 

professionals can enhance student learning and per- 
sonal development. This paper outlines the anteced- 

ents and background of the SLI position paper. A 

member of the committee that developed the SLI 

discusses here student affairs’ historical goal of 
reunifying the extracurriculum and the curriculum 
into an educational paradigm that sees student 
learning as occurring both in and out of the formal 

classroom. This overview presents the SLI as a 

recent attempt to emphasize this enhanced view of 

the nature of collegiate learning. After outlining the 
rhythmic changes in higher education over the past 

100 years, the paper lists the principles of SLI, such 

as the integration of learning. personal develo 

ment, and student development; the importance < 

knowledge and understanding to student success; 
and the recognition of student affairs personnel as 
educators. The SLI is seen as an attempt to reunify 
the academic and the out-of-class activities of stu- 
dents so that, as faculty and staff plan the scope and 

nature of student learning. the full resources of a 

university can be utilized in implementing its mis- 

sion statement. (RJM) 
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Group counseling presents counselors with an 
increasing complexity of issues. This collection of 
papers addresses a range of current issues and per- 
spectives for group counselors. The first article 
examines self disclosure, particularly the effects of 
counselor self-disclosure on the therapeutic rela- 
tionship in group counseling. Clinical supervision 
of group counselors is outlined next, with a discus- 
sion of standards of supervisory practice. ethical 
and professional issues, and projections for 
accountability of group counselors. A personal per- 
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spective is presented in the following article, in 
which a practitioner's experience as an African- 
American co-facilitator of a predominantly white 
group is used to identify and discuss issues for non- 
majorities who facilitate such groups. Group work 
in the treatment of bulimia nervosa is explored next, 
along with a review of the literature and an over- 
view of the various approaches to the application of 
group work with bulimics. This is followed by an 
exploration of the use of cultural identity group 
counseling with Native Americans college students, 
featuring an overview of group personality as 
applied to this population. The final piece examines 
the use of group interventions as an effective way of 
addressing the specific needs of Hispanic youth in 
cultural transition. (RJM) 
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Although spirituality is gaining increased inter- 

est in counseling, counselors are reluctant to incor- 

porate the spiritual dimension into their practice 

This text explores spirituality in counseling so as to 

encourage counselors to consider their own spiritu- 

ality and to facilitate the enhancement of spiritual 

wellness for their clients. The chapters present a 

balance of practical and theoretical concerns. Some 

of the theoretical issues covered here include the 
interplay of spirituality, religion, and counseling; 
theories behind spiritual wellness; the cross-cul- 
tural issues presented by religious values; 
approaching clients of different religious back- 
ground: the spiritual and ethical beliefs of human- 
ists: the spiritual journey; and observers’ 
perceptions of how one counselor handled religious 
issues. Articles which explore some of the more 
practical concerns in counseling examine feminist 
therapy, the spiritual journey of gays and lesbians; 
interreligious group encounters; views held by 
counselors and clergy about depressive religious 
ideation; multicultural awareness of religious 
beliefs and practices; the spiritual needs of the 
dying: and the counselor's role in right-to-die deci- 
sions. It is hoped that the information here will be 
useful to neophytes, researchers, and practitioners 

Practitioners should also be challenged to explore

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Student development has become a buzz word 
within the student affairs profession and the con- 
cept of student development has become the guid- 
ing paradigm of the student affairs profession 
Unfortunately, this embracing of student develop- 
ment lacked the necessary critique or debate essen- 
tial to academics.

It is hoped that this digest will stimulate the 
debate and analysis necessary to address the limita- 
tions of the current student development model

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Drug use and delinquency share many common 
antecedents: early antisocial behavior, difficulties 
in school, impaired family relationships, delinquent 
or drug-using peers, and rebelliousness. But these 
common factors could underlie a cluster of problem 
behaviors or lead to distinctly different behavioral 
manifestations. Using data from 1,363 West Coast 
students in grade 10, this study examines the rela- 
tionship between drug use and deviant behavior 
Analyses of student responses to self-administered 
surveys revealed three correlated higher-order 
dimensions of behavior: (1) alcohol use and socia- 
bility; (2) deviant behavior, including drug use 
other than alcohol, and (3) rebelliousness. A close 
relationship among tobacco and cannabis use and 
deviant behavior was revealed. Results suggest that 
drug prevention programs that curb initial and regu- 
lar use of the gateway drugs, such as alcohol, 
tobacco, and cannabis, may have a broader, spill- 
over impact on other deviant behavior. Results also 
suggest that programs aimed at both deviance and 
drug use are worth pursuing and that schools are an 
important venue for identifying deviant youth. The 
strong links between alcohol use and sociability 
underline the need to counteract the social accept- 
ability of drinking and focus on the social contexts 
in which it occurs.

Because 
metadiscourse affects the readability of a text, 
researchers such as William Vande Kopple com- 
plain that metadiscourse is not being satistactorily 
addressed in the writing classroom.

But metadiscourse instruction ts important 
First students need to see that how they use metadis- 
course will affect how they are perceived by their 
audience. Second, students need to learn to look for 
the metadiscourse in their texts to discover places 
where global revisions are needed.

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Identifiers—Commonality, Literary Canon 
Composition teachers are faced with so many 
writing textbooks on the market that it indeed seems 
useful to examine them in detail, looking for any 
distinguishing characteristics as well as commonal- 
ities. A content analysis focused on one aspect of 
the 24 argument texts available: the sample argu- 
ments they include. The texts contained a grand 
total of 1,152 essays, an average of 48 essays per 
book. Nobody would expect any one essay to be 
found in every book, but it seemed sensible to 
expect overlap. However, the overwhelming major- 
ity of essays appeared just once. A mere 61 of the 
1,152 essays (5.3%) appeared more than one time 
Only seven appear in more than four textbooks. A 
number of political, pedagogical, and marketing 
reasons explain why these seven essays appear rela- 
tively often, but the fact remains that these essays 
especially the top three, are likely to be treated as 
models of argumentation. A closer look at their 
commonalities might shed some light on what is 
valued in terms of argument.

One professor's motives in organizing writing 
workshops with panels of faculty members talking 
in their fields about writing issues were both politi- 
cal and philosophical. As director of the writing 
center at the Claremont Graduate School. in 1993 
she feared that with latest round of budget cuts the 
writing center was in danger of elimination. Con- 
cern was growing that too many professors were 
perceiving the writing center as only a remedial and 
editing service. To remove the stigma of remedia- 
tion from the center a sense of “a community of 
writers” among the professors and students was cre- 
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ated. Professors were encouraged to promote the 
center to their students, all kinds of students, not 
just the weakest ones. Out of discussions with pro- 
fessors and administrators came the idea of “Talk- 
ing about Writing Workshops.” where 3 or 4 faculty 
members would speak to students in their discipline 
about what they do when they write and what they 
look for in student writing.

The English department at Loyola Marymount 
University (LMU) is trying to create an environ- 
ment where all voices are heard and respected, both 
those of the literarists and compositionists. Where 
it is probably more customary to think of curricu- 
lum as a reflection of faculty values, the guiding 
principle at LMU has been that curriculum can 
influence faculty values. Since 1968, LMU has had 
a two-track English major that gives undergraduate 
students the opportunity to emphasize either writ- 
ing or literature. Over the following 15 years (1968- 
1983), the two-track major grew in popularity—the 
number of English majors gradually increased. and 
the writing-emphasis program added a few new 
courses. Writing students accounted for about 30% 
of the English majors. but the program was mini- 
mally integrated. Writing students were thought to 
benefit from literature courses but the converse was 
not considered true. Then, two significant events 
intervened. In 1983, enrollment figures revealed 
that nearly 50% of the majors had declared a writing 
emphasis. Second, the department recognized the 
growing importance of writing in the English cur- 
riculum and the rebirth of studies in rhetoric and 
composition. Over the next 7 years (1983-1990), 
curriculum changes and a hiring policy seeking fac- 
ulty who teach both literature and composition 
helped the department to realize new goals. Curric- 
ular changes included adding a new pre-major 
course sequence and beefing up the writing major 
requirements and courses. Since 1990, the depart 
ment has devised a number of upper-division writ- 
ing and literature integrated courses.

be assigned. She also trains the TAs. A major factor 
leading to more writing in the accounting program 
was a revision of the curriculum so that it centered 
on concepts rather than on accounting functions 
Major courses are taught in decision making for 
accountancy, accounting measurement and disclo- 
sure, and accounting instituuions and regulation 
Project Discovery has worked where other curricu- 
lum revisions have not because 1t is based on sound 
principles. Further, it was well developed before it 
was introduced: faculty were given assistance in 
developing writing assignments, and TAs were 
well trained.

Dialogic learning is what one instructor calls 
“speaking back to other voices as a reader and a 
writer.” The idea is for students to situate their own 
voices in the voices of classmates and texts on sub- 
jects they are studying. Students interview each 
other, use each other's knowledge along with writ- 
ten sources as part of the “voices” informing their 
research and position papers. This approach is used 
because academic writing can be cold, and students 
need to feel that they have a place and a voice in 
academic writing. Ironically. a breakdown in com- 
munication occurred between the instructor and 
several of her students who, disgruntled with their 
grades, were unwilling to engage in any dialogue 
about their work or progress. It appears that the 
main goal of these students is not to better under- 
stand their difficulties with writing but to register 
complaints—they seem unwilling to listen or to talk 
about matters seriously or at length. These students 
inhabit a culture where the first rule of discourse is 
the rule of courtesy, and courtesy means not really 
listening to another's voice; it means pretending to 
make each other feel good while business 1s trans- 
acted. These students seem to be saying, “You may 
not think what I say amounts to anything but you 
could at least give me a good grade so | wouldn't 
have to think about it.”

Adults are the most rapidly growing population 
in American higher education. The National Center 
for Educational Statistics estimates that adult stu- 
dents will be 46% of all enrollments in the 1990s, 
which is good reason to give careful thought to their 
specific educational needs. M. Knowles, in “The 
Adult Learner: A Neglected Species,” (1984) pro- 
vides the framework for a theory of adult learning 
based on six assumptions about adult learners. In 
general, Knowles takes the position that adults do 
better with less direction and more participation. As 
early as 1950, speech communication educators 
have expressed an interest in meeting the needs of 
adult learners. In 1984, I.N. Engleberg supported 
A.D. Wolvin's research in his finding that adults are 
“goal oriented”; that adult learners are highly prag- 
matic and want to apply the knowledge they gain 
The instructional strategies employed with the non- 
traditional basic oral communication course are 
consistent with the methods used within many non- 
traditional programs for adult learners. These strat- 
egies include experiential activities, lecture/discus- 
sion, and cooperative learning. To maximize the 
effectiveness of these three instructional strategies, 
it is important to debrief adult learners. L.C. Leder- 
man (1992) defines debriefing as “a process in 
which people who have had an experience are led 
through a purposive discussion of that experience.”

Encouraging debaters to participate in under- 
graduate research enhances the quality of their 
undergraduate experience, increases debate student 
recruitment and retention, and favorably publicizes 
the benefits of training in forensics. The process of 
encouraging debaters to participate in undergradu- 
ate research does not come naturally, and must be 
formally integrated into squad practices and proce- 
dures. Three suggested methods are: (1) changing 
squad ethos from competition to skill development; 
(2) codifying squad evidence citation practices; and 
(3) promoting scholarly and field-related research 
There are literally hundreds of undergraduate 
research opportunities available. Several major 
undergraduate research conferences exist, includ- 
ing the National Conference on Undergraduate

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Every year more intercollegiate speech and 
debate programs are eliminated from universities 
and colleges. Shrinking resources for higher educa- 
tion make it difficult to sustain extra or co-curricu- 
lar activities without endowments and alumni 
support. Alumni support begins by cultivating a 
respect in undergraduates for speech and debate as a 
privilege. As alumni, they should be encouraged to 
give something back to their former speech pro- 
gram, they should be honored with traditions, sto- 
ries, respect as graduates of a distinguished 
program. Alumni relations begin with contact, a 
steady flow of mail informing alumni about what 
and how the debate program has been doing both 
financially and in terms of performance. Demon- 
stration debates for alumni are also a good idea 
Before soliciting funds, it is helpful to have a bro- 
chure that describes and advertises the program; 
data bases should be created; and advice sought 
from development offices. According to David 
Dunlop, director of special gifts at Cornell Univer- 
sity, there are several methods of fund raising, 
including speculative fund raising, individualized 
fund raising, and nurturing fund raising. Specula- 
tive fund raising consists simply of asking for gifts, 
while individualized and nurturing fund raising 
consist mainly of culuvating a relationship that will 
yield gifts, probably large gifts, eventually, over 
time. The latter is far more effective in raising large 
amounts of money for endowments. (Examples of 
fund raising appeals are attached.)

According to HESC’'s records, Interboro 
received 5,600 TAP and STAP awards totaling 
$9,343,317 on behalf of 3,056 students from 1989- 
90 through 1991-92. Out of a statistical sample of 
200 awards totaling $340,354 for 192 students, 112 
awards totaling $189.664 were disallowed. Awards 
in the sample were disallowed because students 
were not matriculated, were not in good academic 
standing, or were not meeting residency require- 
ments. A statistical projection of audit disallow- 
ances to the entire population resulted in an audit 
disallowance of $4,751,877 which the auditors rec- 
ommend that HESC recover with interest. The audit 
also noted violations of Public Health law, failure to 
promptly credit students for loan funds, misgrading 
of entrance exams, and failure to require a minimal 
passing grade for admissions.

The 
disadvantages are that bullets alone lose the rich- 
ness of the written text and the contextual data, and 
that video clips need large amounts of computer 
memory. One of the major advantages of the video 
format is that a researcher can maximize the impact 
of findings by reaching a larger audience more 
quickly; in addition, text can be connected to a 
speaker. However, video reporting is very time con- 
suming; the most salient disadvantage is that tech- 
nology often increases the potential for altering the 
message.

To maintain student interest and increase student 
understanding of material in a course on the social 
psychological study of the self, a classroom exer- 
cise was developed that uses the film, “The Wizard 
of Oz,” as a metaphor for the self. In the exercise. 
students are asked to observe the film's main char- 
acter and the events that take place in her life with 
the goal of using their observations as illustrations 
of concepts of the self covered in the course, such as 
motive, self-knowledge, individual differences, 
and self-related processes. After viewing the film, 
students are encouraged to analyze the film individ- 
ually and are then assigned to small groups or 
brought together as a whole for discussion. The 
only parameter established for student responses is 
that each claim made must be accompanied by a jus- 
fication well founded in the constructs of self cov- 
ered in the course. While entertaining and 
engaging, the exercise also serves to review the 
major theories and concepts covered in the course, 
move students beyond surface recognition of these 
concepts toward a deeper understanding of their 
complexities, and work toward an initial awareness 
of the interplay between the concepts.

In the fall of 1995 the National Association of 
Child Advocates began the Children’s Budget 
Watch Project in order to collect information 
regarding children’s programs expenditures in 12 
randomly selected states and two cities for the fiscal 
years from 1990 to 1995. Data were collected on the 
areas of income support, child care, health, abuse 
and neglect, juvenile justice, and nutrition. The 
findings indicate that many states did not adjust 
their Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC) benefit levels from 1990 to 1995 and. 
therefore, the standard of living of such families 
declined. Across states, there was a 360% increase 
in child care funding for the welfare population, but 
only a 40% increase for the working poor, mostly 
due to increases in federal funding, which consti- 
tuted 33% of child care spending. Federal and state 
expenditures on child health increased substan- 
tially, but only 40% of children received adequate 
care. In 1995, an average of 24% of children 
received no services that would ensure their safety 
The reduction of funding for Social Services Block 
Grant will reduce the child welfare services provi- 
sion. Federal resources available for prevention 
programs are not utilized adequately by many 
states. Only 4% of juvenile justice expenditures are 
used for after-care programs for youth. In the area 
of nutrition the percentage of schools participating 
in the lunch and breakfast programs was ranging 
from 27% to 100% in some cases.

play and interesting, satisfactory things to play 
with. This edited volume, resulting from the collab- 
oration of Bank Street College (New York.

edge base on play theory and research, prevailing 
views on the relationship between play and cogni- 
tive and literacy development. the way play is incor- 
porated into programs for young children, and the 
relationship between socioeconomic status, culture, 
education, and ethnicity with attitudes toward play 
Initial findings indicated that almost all the respon- 
dents valued play for young children but differed in 
their definitions of play, its developmental and edu- 
cational consequences, whether play was consid- 
ered an essential preschool educational component, 
and what the teachers’ role should be in children's 
play. Teachers’ attitudes toward play seemed to 
stem from their professional training, their work 
with children, and their own childhood experiences, 
which reflected their own ethnic and cultural group 
membership.

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This study surveyed 169 freshman students at 

Wheelock College to identify generational shifts in

identities. Subjects in the study were primarily Cau- 
casian females between 17 and 19 years of age. The 
survey was comprised of open-ended questions 
about students’ memories of play at home, in 
school, and about the role of play in learning. Find- 
ings indicated that memories of home play were pri- 
marily of neighborhood play, most frequently 
outdoors and with other children. Students had 
vivid memories of school play at recess (especially 
large motor activities) and in dramatic and imagina- 
tive contexts. Memories of play at school helped 
students form ideas about what constitutes play ina 
school setting. Many students perceived a strong 
connection between play and social development, 
and a general relationship between play and learn- 
ing, but did not specify the nature of the relation- 
ship.

play is a context for developing and revealing the 
child's sense of community; and (4) focusing on the 
play of bicultural children, teachers’ response to 
that play, and cultural perspectives regarding the 
role of play in learning.

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Identifiers—Blocks, Vignettes 
Noting that teacher educators should help preser- 
vice teachers not just to see play but also to partici- 
pate in the realm of play, this paper presents three 
short case-vignettes illustrating the challenges to 
facilitating deep. differentiated play in typical 
classroom and school settings. The first vignette 
illustrates how seldom a first-grade teacher inter- 
acts with students during block building play. the 
notions of ownership and sharing reflected in chil- 
dren's reports on their “work,” and block clean-up 
as a cognitive task. The second vignette highlights 
the building activity of four second graders, the 
teacher's need for assistance in working with block 
play, the role of the student teacher, and field trips 
to the buildings in question. The third vignette illus- 
trates first and second graders’ interest in accuracy 
in building with blocks, their positive reinforce- 
ment of each other's efforts, their incorporation of 
adults into their work, their understanding of the 
potential of resources, and how the teacher assumes 
the role of interested bystander to be educated by 
the children. The paper contends that school play 
should offer significant opportunities for develop- 
ing children’s comprehension and understanding of 
the world, and that school settings in which such 
play occurs are valuable placements for student 
teachers. (KDFB) 
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This paper explores the case method as a model 
for teaching education students about play. The case 
method may contribute to an examination of the 
barriers to children’s play expression within school 
and create more effective classroom practice 
Within the model. students can consider cases 
which have been carefully constructed from actual 
practice and designed to illuminate the complexity 
of human situations. Through discussion, analysis 
and collaborative problem solving, the case method 
provides an interactive forum in which students can 
construct knowledge about the nature, value, and 
purpose of play in early education. Play education 
should be guided by a framework building upon and 
integrating: (1) theoretical knowledge regarding 
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play: (2) practical skills applied in the classroom 
setting: and (3) dispositions toward play and chil- 
dren's learning. The case method facilitates self- 
governed learning: produces cognitive dissonance; 
requires students to apply theories, use analytical 
skills, and create innovative approaches to resolv- 
ing problems: and fosters independent thinking and 
reflection. It is important to develop with care the 
written narrative and case questions, to conduct the 
case discussion, and teach case writing to students 
A play case bank may be built with teacher- and stu- 
dent-written cases, videos, films, and books 
(KDFB) 
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Piagetian and Vygotskian theories may be used 
as starting points to examine the role of play in 
development and learning from a constructivist per- 
spective, including how children use play to deepen 
their understanding and skills, encounter new prob- 
lems, and incorporate newly mastered skills into 
their play. Contemporary factors such as an empha- 
sis on teaching the basics and increased television 
viewing undermine children’s abilities and opportu- 
nities to engage in active play. Using three children, 
constructivist approach may be used to illustrate 
play as integral to their knowledge construction 
Often, the most intense play themes involve key 
areas that need to be mastered. Individual style, 
family culture, prior knowledge and experience, 
and current needs and interests are incorporated 
into children's play. A constructivist view allows 
the differentiation of true play from activities sim- 
ply labeled as play, such as imitation of televised 
behavior, using coloring books, or playing video 
games. When children do not become deeply 
involved in meaningful play. develop the tools nec- 
essary to engage in constructive play, have opportu- 
nities for play, and have rich and meaningful 
experiences to bring to their play, their cognitive, 
social, and emotional development is undermined 
A constructivist view provides a strong argument 
for advocating play as the center of the early child- 
hood curriculum. (KDFB) 
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Play. possibly the dominant socializing agent for 

children’s social competence and identity develop- 

ment, is heavily influenced by media-defined 
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images. It is important for media images of minor- 
ity cultures to be filtered by parents’ reactions and 
comments in order to counter prevalent negative 
images. Children’s interaction with the media is 
reflected in their play; for children from minority 
cultures, the imitated behaviors may not be as effec- 
tive as they are in the media portrayal. However, the 
desire for peer acceptance leads to increased imita- 
tion of media behavior. When given an assignment 
to observe the behavior of bicultural children and 
how adults assist them. students from the majority 
culture report that children of color fail in all-white 
environments or in school situations, commonly 
“acting out” or “getting into trouble.” It is important 
to recognize that adults from minority groups view 
play differently from the dominant voices within 
early childhood education and may not view play as 
critical to learning. Cultural values may be 
expressed through roles exhibited in pretend play 
for African American and latina girls. Teachers’ 
expectations for aggression in African-American 
and latino boys are often based on media images; 
behavior should be interpreted in light of its cultural 
context. Early childhood educators need to play a 
more active role in informing parents of the impor- 
tance of play and how play is influenced by parents’ 
choices. (KDFB) 
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Using the framework of cultural context analysis. 
this paper examines how cultural myopia can lead 
to inaccurate generalizations regarding play and 
development among children in diverse sociocul- 
tural groups in the United States. The paper argues 
that analyses drawing causal connections between 
playing with particular toys or in certain ways and 
the development of specific behaviors and attitudes 
are too simplistic. Play with action figures by work- 
ing-class children of color is misinterpreted 
because analysis focuses on the manifest symbols 
and aggression and underplays children’s under- 
standing of the objects as symbols and how they are 
used. Careful analysis of play should not impose 
one’s OWN Meanings on to props, such as assuming 
that Barbie dolls are objects signifying sex identifi- 
cation. Mental representations drawn upon in play 
include rules, behavioral codes, and social con- 
straints from the social and cultural context of the 
child. Although Vygotskian and Piagetian theories 
proposed invention and internalization as keys in 
children’s cognitive development, neither addressed 
the specific social and cultural context of cognitive 
development. Discursive psychology is a perspec- 
tive focusing on the communicative context which 
considers children’s uses of signs to understanding 
the development of their thinking. Practitioners and 
researchers need to consider more carefully the 
signs and symbols used in play, reflect on biases as 
observers, and begin to view play as the use that 
children make of symbols. The concern should not 
be the props or toys themselves, but rather, how 
children are socialized into particular uses of the 


props in play. (KDFB) 
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Play should be taken seriously because of its rele- 
vance for future workers. Current research indicates 
that the most successful workers are creative and 
socially capable rather than merely highly skilled or 
intelligent. Play enables children to develop life- 
long interpersonal skills that will enhance success 
in the future workplace. Play scenarios may be 
interpreted to show how they enable children to 
develop social competence, set and solve interest- 
ing problems, and thus develop the types of skills 
needed as future effective employees. Two key fea- 
tures of play identified in Vygotskian theory 
involve the development of impulse control and fol- 
lowing social rules for acceptable behavior in pre- 
tend situations. The social benefits of impulse 
control are seen in successful adults. Developmen- 
tally appropriate early childhood programs center 
their curriculum around play, according to guide- 
lines of the National Association for the Education 
of Young Children. Representational play seen in 
the dramatic play area provides children with 
opportunities to practice and develop skills later 
needed by them to be successful workers, such as 
communication skills, decision making, problem 
solving, negotiation, and role taking. Early child- 
hood educators need to feel validated in their advo- 
cacy of play for its own sake, its value for children, 
and its value in helping to develop competent 
adults. (KDFB) 
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Play is pivotal in making inclusion work and in 
providing learning opportunities for all children in 
inclusive early childhood settings. The nature of 
inclusive early childhood settings forces a reexami- 
nation of the underlying assumptions about play, its 
role in child development, and its place within the 
curriculum. A continuum of interventions and facil- 
itation around play, from more to less directive, 
with a constructivist approach falling in the middle, 
may help teachers find the right balance between 
intervening to promote play and stepping back to 
allow play to develop naturally. Play has been less 
emphasized in early childhood special education 
programs than in regular education programs 
because children with disabilities often need more 
than the provision of play opportunities; play is 
used to reinforce skill development and to foster 
peer relations. Inclusive settings should use the best 
of both early childhood and early childhood special 
education practices and rely on the full range of 
play perspectives. Play should provide children 
with opportunities to engage in different types of 
play at different developmental states in a variety of 
social configurations. Developmentally appropri- 
ate practices with adaptive toys provide the founda- 
tion for play in inclusive settings. However, a more 
active adult role is necessary in an inclusive setting 


The practitioner must balance intervention with let- 
ting play happen. Facilitating learning through play 
in inclusive settings requires new collaborations 
among various professionals and families. Unified 
professional preparation of early childhood and 
early childhood special education teachers will 
facilitate such teaming in inclusive settings 
(KDFB) 
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A panel of four child life specialists debated one 

another regarding the best approaches to structuring 
and supporting child life play practice within the 
changing health care system. Question | was, 
“What is the most appropriate role of senior child 
life staff?” The traditional playroom-based focus 
provides an opportunity for experienced staff to 
establish rapport, assess children's understanding of 
hospitalization or illness. identify preferred coping 
methods, and observe social skills interactions in a 
non-threatening setting. Because of changes in the 
health care delivery system. more severely ill chil- 
dren are served in the hospital setting and therefore. 
the most important role of the child life specialist is 
to facilitate children’s mastery of health care 
encounters, primarily through focused interactions 
with children and families which may be translated 
directly into improved patient care and patient sat- 
isfaction.

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Recent research has provided great insight into 
the impact of early experience on brain develop- 
ment. It is now believed that brain growth is highly 
dependent upon early experiences. Neurons allow 
communication and coordinated functioning among 
various brain areas. Brain development after birth 
consists of an ongoing process of wiring and rewir- 
ing the connections among neurons. The forming 
and breaking of neural connections depends 
directly on the child's experiences; only those con- 
nections and pathways frequently activated are 
retained. Children who have little opportunity to 
explore and experiment with their environment may 
fail to fully develop neural connections and path- 
ways that facilitate later learning and thus may be at 
a permanent intellectual disadvantage. Further, 
exposure to trauma or chronic stress can make chil- 
dren more prone to emotional disturbances and less 
able to learn because they have overactive neural 
pathways that control the fear response, causing 
their brains to be organized primarily for survival. It 
is possible to influence disadvantaged children's 
development through early intervention programs 
as evidenced by the results of the Abecedarian 
Project. Communities can help families promote 
their children’s brain development by: (1) educating 
them about the importance of early experience: (2) 
preventing abuse and neglect; (3) providing accessi- 
ble quality mental health services; and (4) ensuring 
adequate early nutrition. Child care providers need 
training in devising appropriate environments, and 
parents need information on choosing quality child 
care.

drugs other than alcohol. Section | of the report is 
comprised of tables and graphic displays detailing 
findings for each indicator on a county and state- 
wide basis. Part 2, the bulk of the report, is com- 
prised of statistics for each county listed 
alphabetically, a graphic and narrative description 
of changes over time, and demographic informa- 
tion.

This digest explores some of the reasons for 
spanking, examines its effectiveness, and suggests 
alternative discipline methods. Many parents 
believe that spanking will teach children not to do 
things that are forbidden, stop them quickly when 
they are being irritating. and encourage them to do 
what they should. Others believe nonphysical forms 
of discipline are ineffective. Research suggests, 
however, that spanking does not lead to improved 
behavior and that children feel resentful, humili- 
ated, and helpless after being spanked. Research 
also indicates that spanking may have potentially 
harmful long-term effects, such as increased 
aggression, violent behavior, impaired learning. 
and depression. To be effective, discipline should 
be age appropriate. Suggestions for parents of 
infants include: (1) grasping an infant's hand 
instead of slapping: (2) trading a toy rather than 
forcing an object from the infant, (3) baby-proofing 
your living space; and (4) leaving the room when 
your temper flares (after making sure the baby is in 
a safe place). Suggestions for parents of toddlers 
include: (1) making sure the environment is safe: 
(2) avoiding direct clashes with the toddler; (3) 
using your size and strength to eliminate situations, 
and (4) diverting a slap to your knee rather than hit- 
ting the child. Suggestions for parents of older chil- 
dren include: (1) clapping your hands loudly to 
interrupt unacceptable behavior: (2) grasping a 
child's arms firmly, crouching down to his or her 
level, and talking calmly; (3) controlling your anger 
by walking away or calling a friend; (4) making 
sure the punishment is logically related to the inci- 
dent; and (5) introducing the appropriate use of 
time-out.

Meanwhile, the busi- 
ness elite send their own children to private schools 
But, although rural students deserve equal educa- 
tional opportunities, more or better schooling may 
not ameliorate rural poverty and economic inequal- 
ity. In fact, a narrow focus on education as the solu- 
tion deflects attention from poverty's structural 
origins.

For 37 states in the United States, Project Wild 
has become an officially sanctioned, distributed and 
funded “environemtnal and conservation education 
program.” For those who are striving to implement 
focused, sequential, learning programs, as well as 
those who wish to promote harmony through a non- 
anthropocentric world view, Project Wild may serve 
as the biggest single impediment to their work that 
the field has yet produced. Opposition to Project 
Wild has come from several camps. Two states. 
Missouri and Maine, object to its not being more 
pointedly pro-hunting. From the opposite side of 
the anthropocentric/biocentric debate, eight organi- 
zations have criticized Project Wild: the American 
Humane Association; the Fund for Animals, the 
Animals Protection Institute, the American Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, the 
Humane Society of the United States, the Interna- 
tional Fund for Animal Welfare, the Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
and the People for the Ethical Treatment of Ani- 
mals. Some aspects of Project Wild that have 
caused concern are: it is not a focused, sequential 
program; it does not concentrate enough on devel- 
oping understandings of broad ecological con- 
cepts; it employs poor teaching and learning 
techniques; it contains a pervasive and systemic 
anthropocentric bias; and it puts too little emphasis 
on the urgency of the crisis that the United States 
faces and the need to adapt less consumptive life- 
styles.

However, a noticeable decline in the 
percentage of respondents perceiving the supply of 
minority administrators as “less than needed” was 
evident when compared with teacher supply 
Demand in general seems to indicate that opportu- 
nities for employment continue to be good for 
minority elementary teachers, elementary adminis- 
trators, and secondary administrators, and that sec- 
ondary teaching opportunities appear slightly 
improved.

tents. Portfolios are created from things that stu- 
dents do over time in a subject area. They may be 
kept in a variety of formats, but should be kept ina 
way that provides frequent access. The teacher 
should present the criteria for selection for the port- 
folio, and the students should select what to 
include. It is essential that students evaluate their 
own work if the portfolio is to be effective. Critical 
thinking comes into the introduction, explanation, 
or assessment of the contents provided by the stu- 
dent. Once the portfolios have been collected, the 
teacher must evaluate them, and then, when stu- 
dents have seen their grades, the portfolio can be 
returned to the student, passed on to the next 
teacher, or filed in a central place determined by the 
school.

A textual analysis of student 
responses to the extended writing task shows that 
students using the computer tended to write almost 
twice as much and are more apt to organize their 
responses into paragraphs.

“The Bell Curve” by Richard Herrnstein and 
Charles E. Murray has created a great deal of con- 
troversy because of its assertion that the key to 
explaining inequality and social problems in the 
United States is stratification by a unitary entity 
called intelligence, or cognitive ability, as measured 
by the intelligence quotient (IQ). Their position is 
in line with the persistent and influential myth of 
black or African intellectual inferiority. It is 
asserted that the book is a rehashing of the scientific 
racism that has influenced American political and 
economic thought. The most difficult and intransi- 
gent of racialist attitudes in Western thought have 
been generated in the African-Anglo-American tri- 
angle. As social scientists, Herrnstein and Murray 
believe in the relationship between IQ and genes 
They join those who still believe that certain groups 
of people are more intelligent than other groups of 
people based on ethnic/racial and social class affili- 
ations. Research on the physical precocity and early 
cognitive development of black children has been 
ignored by Herrnstein, Murray, and their support- 
ers. A list of resources, which includes studies of 
early child development, is presented to supply 
information to counter the myths and scientism of 
“The Bell Curve™ and its advocates. (SLD) 
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A pathological image of the African American 
has infiltrated U.S. education. With desegregation 
and the arrival of African American children in 
white America’s schools has come the application 
of psychological and educational labels that create 
and constrain the educational experiences of the 
African American child. These labels have not 
evolved in an ideological vacuum. They reflect the 
nature of schools as sites of unequal distribution of 
economic and cultural capital and they hide the pro- 
found interrelations of people, marking the black 
student as deviant and inferior. Schools then suc- 
ceed with convincing the disinherited that they owe 
their destiny to their lack of gifts or merits. Labels 
and categories of deviance such as “at risk” leave 
educators with the impression that in order for the 
African American student to succeed, he or she 
must be exposed to various and repeated treatments 
The approach contends that the African American 
student comes to school with a natural resistance to 
learning. Schools become agencies of negative cre- 
dentials, certifying particular groups of young peo- 
ple as socially inferior at an early age. Such labels 
actually endanger the very students they purport to 
empower. Until the way that everyday school prac- 
tices endorse existing control systems is questioned 
and challenged, African American students will 
continue to be on the sidelines.

Activity Program (4-H ASAP) in Los Angeles (Cal- 
ifornia). The 4-H ASAP is designed to meet the 
needs of children aged 7 to 13 who live in urban 
public housing communities. The program creates a 
nurturing environment that offers a positive alterna- 
tive to unstructured and unsupervised free time in 
neighborhoods where gang- related activities are 
prevalent. Four of 10 Los Angeles sites were 
selected for evaluation. Two provided services in 
the public housing community and two provided 
services in the elementary schools.

A total of 
1,124 eligible migrant students was identified in the 
Houston schools, an increase of 52% over the previ- 
ous year's enrollment of 741 migrant students.

Migrant recruitment 
specialists recorded 10,307 activities in 1995-96, 
and the parent/student coordinator provided 1,015 
service contacts and activities.

students did not believe that these substances were 
dangerous. The effects of substance abuse educa- 
tion and prevention lessen with each subsequent 
year after student participation. Less than half of 
the students thought that their school campuses 
were safe, and over one-third reported that they had 
been physically harmed or threatened at school by 
another student. Recommendations for program 
improvement call for more complete implementa- 
tion of SDFSC programs and the development of 
programs to ensure the safety of students in AISD 
schools.
